market  price.  The  rate  of  interest  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  below  the  normal  rate  if  it  is 
less  than  that  being  earned  on  long-term  Do¬ 
minion  Government  bonds  at  the  time  the  loan 
is  made. 

“(4.)  Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  any 
lease,  contract,  or  agreement,  a  retailer  shall 
not,  either  directly  or  indirectly  or  by  the 
means  or  agency  of  any  other  person,  accept  or 
leceive  in  any  manner  from  a  wholesaler  any 
money,  equipment,  property,  gift,  concession, 
allowance,  or  other  benefit  of  any  kind,  in¬ 
cluding  any  concession  as  regards  the  price  of 
gasoline  and  (or)  lubricants  and  any  loan  of 
money  at  a  rate  of  interest  below  the  normal 
rate  for  a  loan  of  similar  character  prevailing 
ln^the  same  area,  or  any  unusual  credit  terms. 

(5.)  No  wholesaler  shall  sell  or  supply  to

(6.)  No  wholesaler  shall  lease  property 
from  a  retailer  and  release  it  to  such  retailer. 

( I.)  No  wholesaler  shall  purchase  property 
from  a  retailer  and  lease  it  to  such  retailer. 

(».)  No  wholesaler  shall  for  or  on  behalf 
of  a  retailer  make  payment  of  any  taxes, 
licence  fees,  insurance  premiums,  and  service 
C  u'/n6-,8  at  ra^®s  for  water,  light,  and  power. 

(9.)  No  wholesaler  shall  make  any  pay¬ 
ment  to  a  retailer  for  the  display  of  advertis¬ 
ing  signs. 

(The  following  is  not  to  be  regarded  as  a 
prohibited  concession  or  benefit:  The 
painting  of  that  part  of  a  station  (in¬ 
cluding  equipment)  directly  used  for  the 
storage  and  dispensing  of  gasoline  and 
(or)  lubricants,  also  display  signs  used 
in  connection  therewith;  provided  that 
such  painting  is  required  for  preserva¬ 
tion  and  adequate  display.  Outbuild¬ 
ings,  cabins,  and  other  structures  may 
not  be  painted  at  the  wholesaler’s  ex¬ 
pense  in  whole  or  in  part.) 

Notwithstanding  the  terms  of  any 
contract  or  agreement,  a  retailer  shall  not, 
either  directly  or  indirectly  or  by  the  means  or 
agency  of  any  other  person,  procure,  enable, 
or  assist  any  person  to  purchase  or  continue 
to  purchase  gasoline  and  (or)  lubricants  from 
such  retailer  or  from  any  other  person  by  giv¬ 
ing,  providing,  offering,  or  promising  in  any 
manner  any  money,  equipment,  property,  gift, 
concession,  allowance,  or  other  benefit  of  any 
kind,  including  any  concession  as  regards  the 
price  of  gasoline  and  (or)  lubricants,  and  any 
unusual  credit  terms  which  are  equivalent  to 
such  a  concession. 

“(11.)  A  wholesaler  shall  not  supply  gaso¬ 
line  and  (or)  lubricants  to  any  retailer  if,  to 
the  knowledge  of  such  wholesaler,  such  retailer 
has  installed  or  obtained  equipment  in  breach 
of  any  provision  of  this  regulation.

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating- 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬

pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any
